TELEGRAPHERS' STRIKE. 

Hallway Ojierators on the Canadian Pacific 
Ordered Ont at Mldnlglit— Superin- 
tendent Wliyte's Circular. 

WiN.N'ij'ijd, Sept. l-'.s. — ;.Si)ecial) — A 
general strike of membors of the order 
of Bailway Telegraphers on the Cana- 
dian Paci'fic was ordered from Montreal 
At midnight. A few men have gone ont. 
The following circular was issued to- 
night by General SuperintondantWhyte : 

*' Winnipeg, Sept. 28.— See that all 
concerned, outsiders as well lis employes, 
understand that the sole and only i-ea- 
son for the strike of operators, if one lie 
called, is that the management 
ut Montreal declined to deal with 
an}' grievances until they had been 
taken u]i with the ilivisional oiIicits and 
they had failed to adjust ilicni. .So far 
as I know' no gricvaiUL.- ii;ive been rep- 
resented to any odicer of this division. 
No emjjloj'e has made applii'ation for 
leave of absence or transportiition for the 
purpose of attending a meeting in Mon- 
treal, nor is any employe representing 
the Western division.

ToiioNTo, Sept. 2S.— Tho strike of the 
dispatchers ordered from Montreal barely 
afiects Toronto. Only two men went 
out on strike, one from the city office 
and one from Toronto junction. The 
men say they have some grievances, 
such as under pay and having to do work 
other than telegraphing, but they think 
their differences with the company can 
be adjusted without a strike. 



TOIIONTO'S SUICIDE. 

A Letter from Brooklyn, N. Y., Appears 
Like a Clue to His Identification. 

TouoNTO, Sept. 28, —(Special)— The 
identity of the Queen's hotel suicide 
still remains a mystery, but the detec- 
tives have now a clue. Inspector Stark 
to-dav received tho following letter: 

•■'Brooklyn, N. Y., Sept. 20.— Sir: 
Vou will find enclosed a pliot.igraph; 
you will please answer as soon uh jjossi- 
ble if it resenililcs the young man who 
registered at ihe-liueen's hotel, Toronto, 
from New York on the 22nd, and who 
was found (lead in bed by poisoning. 
Please answer as soon as jiossibli! aiul 
oblige. (Sd.) Mrs. A. Jlichaels, .51 Ga.i- 
tield Place, Brooklyn." 

The photou'raph was evidently taken 
eome years ago, but Inspector Stark says 
he has no hesitation in saying that it is 
a likeness of the suicide. Undertaker 
Stone says the resemblance is an extra- 
ordinarjr one, but he does not think the 
two are identical. The police aif follow- 
ing up this clue and have written i< 
.Mrs. Michaels for particulars.

A Caughnawaga Indian's Love Experience- 
Falls in Love With and Marries 
an Artial. 

Xi;w YoiiK, Sept. 28. — .Tnst two years 
ago .Miss Ilattie Ilashagan, whose decor- 
ative jiaintinga have ilelighted thousands 
at the art exhibitions, arranged witli an 
Indian named Thunder Cloud to pose as 
her model for a picture of wild Eastern 
life. Tliunder Cloud, wno is a big Strap- 
ping fellow, straighi; as an arrow^ 
with piercing black eyes, a brighter 
fa-e than most Indians, and altogether 
a noble representative of the race, fell in 
love with the artist, and now they are 
niarrieil. Thunder Cloud w-as born in 
the Caughnawaga country, Canada, 
about forty ye,iu-8 ago, and a few 
years later was carried as a jiapoose 
to Northern Minnesota. His mother 
was a full lildoil Sioux and his father a 
half-breed Chipiiewa. When twenty 
vciiiH of aire he was taken to lOurope bv 
Bullalo Bill and was the most admired 
of till! redskins who ajijieared with the 
Wild West show before the no- 
bility. Since his return to New 
York he has earned a good living 
l)y posing and selling Indian curios. In 
the city directory Thunder Cloud's name 
appears as Domiuick Plunte, but to their 
friends the conjole are known as Mr. and 
Mrs. Thunder Cloud.

SHOT AT BURGLARS. 

A DouglaB Street Fruit Dealer Unsuccess- 
fully Fires at tlie Wen Who 
Stole His Money. 

Antonio Sarantis, the Douglas street 
fruiterer, tells how he had a couple of 
unsuccessful shots at burglars who made 
olTwith $817 of his hard-earned money 
in the early hoars of yesterday morning. 
Sarantis, who sleeps in a room in the 
rear of his store, was awakened about 
half-paatthreeby the tinkle of the bell 
in the till drawer. He listened, half 
awake, and again the little bell told of 
intruders. Then he drew his revolver 
from under his pillow and sprang to- 
wardB the store. It was a case of more 
haste less speed, for he stumbled against 
the door in the hurry and excitement of 
the moment, and the noise was sutlicient 
to alarm the buriilars. When Sarantis 
rushed into the store he was just in time 
to see two men disaiipear through the 
front door, which they had unlocked 
from the inside. He took a couple of 
snap siiots at them, hut the bullets went 
wide, one making a hole through a glass 
i[i the door ami the other perforating the 
door post. Going back to his till to in- 
veatiuate, Sarantis found his trousers, 
winch he liad laid beside his bed on re- 
tiring, lying on the shop floor where the 
burglars had droppiul them after ab- 
stracting from the pockets a wad of ifSIo 
in hills and $2 in silver. The till, how- 
ever, whicli contained about $90, had 
not been despoiled, the bell having 
rouscil the owner before the burglars had 
succeeded in opening the drawer. Sar- 
antis thinks that the bnrglai-s entered by 
the b.ii'k door, which is jjrovidcil with a 
very coninion lock and 'vhich he found 
unlocked after the intruders had been 
frightened :'.way. What probably in- 
duced the rot)l>ery was " I'ony's " 
known haliit to carry a huge amount of 
money with him, instead of having it 
safely banked. So far the police have 
not been able to obtain any traces of the 
thieves, as Sarantis did not have oppor- 
tuuity to obtain a description of tlieir 
appearance. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Severe Declines in the Artcrnoon— E.isler 
Money. 

Xnw YouK, Sept. 28. — All the profes- 
sionals were in a state of reaction at the 
outset this mornine. The bears were 
also fairly aggressive. Bealizations were 
the order of the day on the part of weak 
holders. Business was on a declin- 
ing ratio and the distribution was 
poor, three stocks practically constitut- 
ing the market, which was fairly ani- 
mated early in the day, lJut subseiiuently 
became sluggish. An easier money 
market contrasted with a firmer ten- 
dency in foreign exchange, and predic- 
tions that the gold import movement 
had ceased were met by London esti- 
mates of probably large shipments of the 
metal to thia country this week. The 
chief influence on prices, however, was 
exerted by unfavorable traflic returns. 
The opening was strong and high- 
er. London reported moderate 
purchases for foreign account and 
additional gold arrivals. The market 
lapsed into dullness in the afternoon. 
The decline was especially severe in the 
Gramiers on the heavy decrease in St. 
Paul's net fitrures for August and the es- 
timates of a poor showing by the Bur- 
lington. Bar silver 66^.

TEE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN. 



The accountB nf the prom-ess of the 
election cnmpaii^ii in tho Stiites and of 
the prospects of the i-uiutiilates of tho 
liitrerent parties are, as iiii^'ht he ex- 
pected, exceedingly contradictory. 
Bepublicana eeem to have almost com- 
pletely recovered from their scare of a 
few weeks ago, and have again assumed 
a tone of confidence. The Populists are 
apparently as eanf;iiine of success as 
ever. 'I'hey chiiiu to lie niakiu},' converts 
every day, and certainly, to judge hy the 
accounts of Bryan's meetings, there is 
no diminhtion of Ida popularity. Every- 
where the people ilock in thousands to 
hear him and everywhere is lie well re- 
ceived and enthusiastically cheered. It 
is said by some that Bryan Ikih been 
losing ;,'round in States that were con- 
sidered tiy and tho leaders of his party 
as secure, but there are others who claim 
to be acquained with the corntry, who 
have a very difTerent story to tell. J. A. 
A. Goodrich, of Chieairo, is one of these. 
He is a sound money Democrat and he 
was one of the leaders in orsrani/.iiif: the 
Indianajjolis Democratic Convention, lie 
therefore wishes and hopes that Bryan 
will be defeated. This gentleman re- 
cently said in New York: 

" False prophets have been amon<; yon 
here. Somebody has been doing a lot of 
lying about Illinois and other States in 
that section. There is K''«iit danger 
there. For three years Illinois, Michi- 
gan, In 'iana and Minnesota have been 
full of silver literature sent out by the 
Bimetallic League. The minds of the 
farmers have been poisoned by the free 
silver poison. All those States are in 
tho doubtful column. Minnesota is a 
little hit worse than douhtfid. But 
Eastern nien eau hardly realizi! the 
power of the silver craze in the West. 
It is not politics. It is fanaticism. It is 
a disease." 

This shrewd lawyer seems to liave 
diagnosed the silver plague correctly. 
If reason and argument could nave 
cured the people who are smitten by it 
they would have been cured and in their 
right minds long ago. liut armament' 
facts and experience are thrown away 
upon the silveritos. U is (luestionahle 
ii the majority of tliem will e^'er be 
cured. If they are beaten in the coming 
election they will believe as firmly in 
the miraculous virtue of silver as ever, 
and they will lie sure to attribute any 
commercial disaster, and depression in 
business that the country may sull'er 
from in the future, to the defeat of 
Bryan in Novemlier, JH'Jfi. This is the 
way with hobbyists ami ])olitical lunatics 
generally. 

The observer, however, who surveys 
the whole field impartially will, wo 
think, come to tho conclusion that the 
prospects of a victory for sound money 
are to-day a f^ood deal better than they 
were a month ago, and the inilications 
are that a month hence they will be 
better still. The campaign of education 
is having a good ell'ect, not on the enthu- 
siasts of either side, but upon that very 
large body of electors who do not gener- 
*fflly take a lively inleiest in politics, and 
who must be roused liy sonietiiing un- 
usual be:oro they give their attention to 
what the iioHticians are saying. There 
are always voters enough of this clas.s, if 
thcy'can be waked up, to carry an elec- 
tion for the party to which the majority 
of them give their support. It is evi- 
dent that they are now waking up, and 
it is also evident that the votes of by far 



the prohibitionists are reluctan't.tp^forui 
themselves into a yoiuntary Committee 
of Ways and Means to devise some feasi- 
ble scheme. But tho problem though 
no doubt hard is surely not unsolvable. 
Is there not some statesman or prohibit- 
ionist who can suggest a way of raising 
the money? 

As the people, according to the Pro- 
hibitionists, are not able to take care of 
themselves in the matter of drinking, it 
is only reasonable to conclude that thev 
are equally helpless and irrational in the 
matter of eating. Why then cannot the 
Government undertake to regulate the 
food that Canadians shall eat as well as 
the beverages they shall drink. Every 
one knows that people in general eat a 
great deal too much. If they ate less 
their bodies would bo more active, their i 
minds would be a great deal clearer, 
and their general iiealth would 
be ever so much better. Doctors 
tell us that eating too much 
and eating unwholesome food is the 
cause of much of the disease from which 
people suller. What is more common 
and more troublesome and what causes 
more iuihap))ine.'-s than dyspepsia? As 
everyone ought to know, dyspe|jt;ia is 
only anottier name for indigestion, and 
indigestion is caused by want of moder- 
ation in eating; in other words, by an 
abuse of food. Now, if a goo<l heavy tax 
was put u))on food of all kinils it would 
be dearer and people would eat lets 
of it and they would conse- 
([uently be healthier and happier. Such 
a tax, if heavy enough, would supply the 
deficiency in the revenue made oy a pro- 
hibitive law. The imposition of a food 
tax or a scale of food taxes would not 
only fill the void made by prohibition in 
the Treasury, but would lessen very nia- 
terially tlie s.jiirce of the country's mis- 
ery. It could, after tlie )iro!iil)itioii law 
is enacted, he logically and consistently 
imposed by the Government. Want of 
space prevents expatiating at greater 
length on this very tempting subject. 
W.e hope that the Globe or some of its 
correspondents will avail' themselves of 
our suggestion. It is in their line and j 
thev are lieartilv welcome to it. |

Sunday evening's mail brought to 
Oaptain James Gaudiu, agent of tiie 
Marine and Fisheries department, a let- 
ter from Chilean Consul Morris at Van- 
couver requesting that the government 
Bteamer CJuadra be dispatched on a 
cruise in search of the raisaiiifj Lalie 
Leman, for whose safety anxiety is daily 
intensifying. The vessel is a Chilean 
bark which was last heard of on Friday, 
the 18th instant, wlien she was run into 
by the Italian bark Lazzaro, which ar- 
rived at Everett from Port Pirio a few 
days later. The Leman was en route to 
theBoya,! Roads from South America in 
ballast, and thick fog prevailed at llio 
time of the collision. The skipper of 
the Lazzaro, fearinir that sometliiiiK of a 
grave nature liad i;appened tlirouKli the 
accident sent a boat to the Chilean vessel 
and offered assistance, wiiich, lunvever, 
was declined. Captain Huzzo, of the I.aUe 
Leman, eayiim tliat tliuiii^li liis headgear 
had been carried away he would liave no 
difficulty in arriving at liia destination. 
An hour later the vessels parted and al- 
though many vessels have since been in 
from the Cape not one has 
heard or seen the lor.g missing 
craft. She may he safe, as 
Capt. Gaudin believes, or she may have

.Wtiat sir Ellis 'Aahmead. Bartlett Says in 
Regard to the Anti*Tu'rki8h 
Controversy. 

London, Sept. 28. — A special froir. 
Paris says: " It ia high time that some 
protest was made ugaiiist the fronzy 
which lias seized a hirge portion of the 
British press and tlie Britisli nubile with 
regard to Turliiali ufl'airs." Such are 
the weighty words of Sir Ellis Ashmead 
Bartlett, M.P., in a long and inieresting 
letter on the Armenian question. Sir 
Ellis says : ' " So far from the Turks being 
tho inhuman monsterQ depicted by Mr. 
Gladstone and other fanatics, who arc 
endeavoring by their frantic agitation to 
cry Inwoc and let slip the dogs of war in 
Europe, tliu Turks ai u having a moder- 
ating inlluence. on all tliu struggling and 
warring iiou-Musaulniaii races, wlio l)Ut 
for Turkiali control woiilil have cxter- 
uiinated o.ie iinotlinr long ago." 

The great danger of the Ottoman em- 
pire, Sir EIHh atlirms, ia the risk of an 
oiit'jreuk of a ryligioua and race fanatic- 
ism, which Htatesiueii liave forcaeun and 
^have always striven to divert. Such 
fanaticism was aroused by tlie Arnien- 
iam outbreak In 1S115, and its result was 
an outburst of fury that cost the lives of 
thousands of innocent Armenians with 
all the attendant horrors tlnvt were so 
dwelt upon in the English press. Sir 
Ellis calls upon the fanatical section to 
recollect that the Uvea of mlUluns of 
Ottoman Christians are at the mercy of 
the Mussulmans of Asia Minor; that tlic 
Queen of England has seventy million 
Mussulman subjects in India, and that 
her mo.st important ally, the lOinIr of 
Afghaiiisf lui, Is also a fervent Muaanl- 
man ; also with one or two aoclulistlc 
exception;-, tho intcilligent piess of 
Eiir(jpe is [)rotosting against llic 
" atrocity " agitation in iMighinii. 

" Kortiuiatcly ," lie ciinclndua, " there 
is enough statcsniaiialup and ('oininon 
eenae left among the nations and govern- 
ments of Europe to curb tho mad fanati- 
cism now raging in England and to aave 
the English government from being 
dragged into the vortex." 

Tlie sublime porte has issued the fol- 
lowing statement: Armenian revolu- 
tionists of Pinkan, a village situated in 
the province of Sivas, after setting fire 
■to their own houses, ran away, but re 
turned again to put fire to houses that 
had not burned the first time. Tho local 
authorities took every precaution to ex- 
tinguish the fire. The object of the ro- 
volutionista was evidently to make peo- 
])le believe there ia no security in tliis 
country, hut their efforts to provoke 
again the sanguinary troubles have been 
frustrated, thanks to the efficacious 
measures adopted by the Imperial gov- 
ernment.

GEBUAN BUNDESEATH 

To Meet October 13 -Russian Government 
Paper— Retired German Offlcers— 

;Averai;e Age Decreasing. 

Beklin, Sept. 28. — The hundesrath 
will meet early in October and the colo- 
nial council assembles October 13. The 
latter will devote • special attention to 
bringing about the cessation of slavery 
in the colonies and the organization of 
criminal tribunals there. 

The German foreign office has resolved 
to renew the order forbidding the hand- 
ling of Russian government paper from 
the bourses unless the Russian govern- 
ment abandons its hostile tariil' meas- 
ures against German exports. Such an 
order was issued Prince Bismarck in 
1887 and remained in force until 1S94. 
In the meantime, less serious retaliatory 
tariff measures are being planned and 
the prohibition against the iir.i)ort of 
Russian cattle, hogs, etc., will be rigor- 
ously enforced. 

Artilicial teeth iiavo been liitherto im- 
ported Into Germany from America and 
the Prussian government has spent >")0,- 
000 marks in experiments todiscover the 
method of American manufacture. A 
chemist namea Weinand, lately succeed- 
ed in making teeth closely resembling 
the American article and a large factory 
at Ffurzhelt is now engaged in manufac- 
turing them. 

The first ofHcial report on trichinosis 
in American hog products in Germany 
will be published next February. 

The large number of generals and high 
Prussian officers who have been placed 
on tlio retired list since the late army 
manoeuvres, has led the N'ossische Zei- 
tung to point out that, sinro the acces- 
siun of Emperor William, live huntlred 
and forty-.slx generals have liecn re- 
tired and that- two hundred and oik; 
generals are stiil living, retire{l before 
Ills arci!Hsion, making altogellier 757 
Prussian generals who are druwIngQpen- 
sions. Other newH])apers, including 
even some of the most conservative or- 
gans are joining in the complaint and 
stating that the average age of the retir- 
ed generals id reduced every year. This 
year it is 65 years of age, against 03 in 
1890. Another long list of retirements 
is expected within a fortnight, and it is 
considered certain that tlie'reichstagthis 
winter will take tlie matter up.

He explained the 
causes and results of the Detroit cigar- 
makers' strike which has been in i)ro- 
gress for the past sixteen months and 
which has been assisted by the inter- 
national body. He'said that its result 
had been more benefit to the cause of 
the union blue label than any other 
strike. President G. W. Perkins re- 
sponded briefly to the address and rou- 
tine business was proceeded with.

Cash 
on hand, decreased SjSlOjOOO markn; 
treasury notes, decreased 310,000 marks ; 
other securities, decreased, l.HiO.OOO 
marks; notes in circulation, increased 
12,'_M0,000 marks. 



THE " TO:«QUIN " MASSACRE. 

Slaughter of the Crew on Account of an 
Indignity Done a Chief by the 
Captain. 

S. L. Crawford publishes in the Post- 
Intelligencer a version of the Tontjuin 
massacre as given by Mr. Irving in bis 
" .Istoria," of which the following is a 
siimimiiy. It appears that the captain 
of the ToiKitiiii, which was trading at 
one of the hai iiors ol the West Coast of 
Vancouver island, got into an altercation 
with an I ndian chief over ll'.e i)tirchaso 
of some otter skins, ami taunting the 
latter witli stinginess robbed a skin in 
his face, besides clearing the natives 
from the vessel perforce of blows. This 
was during the absence of the Astoria 
company's agent, Mr. McKay, who fore 
saw danger and was anxious to get away. 
However, the captain was obstinate. 
Soon after, despite all efforts to hinder 
them, the Indians began to clamber over 
the sides of the vessel. The story cuii- 
tiiiues. 

The crew fought desperately with 
knivt;.-;, handspikes and '.vhatever 
weapons they could sei/.e ui)on in the 
luoiiient of surprise. Tliey were soon, 
however, overpowered by numbers and 
mercilessly butchered. As to the se/en 
who bad be 'u sent aloft to make sail, 
they contemplated with horror the carn- 
age that was goinu on below. BeiiiL' 
destitute of weapons they let themselves 
liown hv the running rigging, in hope 
of getting between decks. One fell 
and was immediately dispatched; an 
other received a deathblow in the back 
as he was descending; a third, Stephen 
Weeks, the armorer, was mortally 
wounded as he was getting' down the 
hatchway. The remaining few made 
good their retreat into tlie cabin, where 
tliey found Mr. Lewis still alive thou 
mortally wounded. Harrii^ading the 
e ildn door, they broke holes Ibrougblhc 
com()ani(jnway, ami with nmskets and 
ainniuiiition which w<'re at band, opened 
a brisk lire that, soon oleareil the 
di,'c,k. TliUH far the Indian inter- 
preter, from whom these particu- 
lars were derived, had been an eye- 
wiliu'ss of the deadly coiillict. He had 
taken no part in it, and bad been spared 
by the natives as being of their race. In 
the confusion of the moment he took re- 
fuge with the rest in the canoes. The 
survivors ot the event now sallied forth 
and (lischarged some of the deck guns, 
which did great execution among the 
canoes, and drove all the savages to 
shore. 

When the next day dawned the Ton- 
ijuin st;ill lay at anchor in the bay, her 
sails all loose and flapping, and no one 
ap|)arently on board. Later on the In- 
dians swarmed about the deseiled ship 
in great niinibers iind Mr. Lewis made 
friendly signs and invited them on board. 
It was long bef(ue they ven- 
tured to comply. Those who inount- 
ed the deck met with no opposition, 
for Mr. Lewis had disappeaA'ed. Other 
canoes soon passed forward to board the 
prize. The decks were soon crowded and 
the sides covered with clambering sav- 
ages, all intent on plunder. In the midst 
ot theireagernessand exultation the ship 
idew up with a tremendous explosion . 
.Vrms, legs and mutilated bodies were 
blown high into the air, and <lreadful 
havoc W'-s niiide in the surrounding 
canoes. The ship had disappeared, but 
the bay was covered with the fragments 
of the wro'jk and presented an awful 
spectacle. Over 100 savages were de- 
stroyed by the explosion, many were 
more shockingly mutilated, and f(n' days 
afterward the limbs and bodies o£ the 
slain were thrown upon the beach.

ing to-night, a loolion to cousiiler the 
board's action at l;isl uieetinf.' upon the ri'- 
port (d' the s]ieci;d roiiiinitli e re Dr. .bines 
letter, lb' also reipu>trd ine veriially to 
furnisli him with copies of all letters 
uiiil reports upon the sniijecl. I'lioii 
my application to the secretary for 
copies of letters Iroui Dr. Jones' 
and Dr. Richardson, as well as the ic- 
portof the speoialcnmmittec, the secretary 
later informed me that tli<> documents were 
in the hands id' tlie chairman of th" special 
conuniltee, who had ret'nsed to p.'irt witli 
t he documents. 1 instructed him to mai;e 
furlher application, and upon refusal to 
call a special meeting id' the hoard, with 
the result that all documents reijuired were 
furnished nu' on Saturday afternoon. 1 
have since iiistriHited the secretary not to 
part in the fiuure with any original docu- 
ments unless aiiviscd to doso by the board. 
I beg to draw your attention to the tirst 
and second paragraphs on |)age 7 (jf the 
l.SOti report This report was accepted hy 
the hoard without conimeut, and the adop- 
tiiui of the report of the sjiecial cou'i- 
mittee has changed the entire metli- 
(jd of the condnciiiig (d' the hosjiiial; 
luid this conclusion h;is been arrived at by 
a vole of two directors outside <d' the coui' 
mitlee men, anil willioni iioiiiicatinn to a 
larL;e miinlier of t he diiectoi s. 'I'lie 11 ni end- 
Mien! to '.he rcsidulioii, asking that the 
matter be deferred for tt special meeting, 
when a full and anijde discussion of this, 
most important subject could have beeii 
taken up in all its various aspects, was de- 
feated ; and I have since leariud that Dr. 
Davie, who has been from the inception of 
the iios|iital the most active, .prominent 
and liest friend of the institution, has de- 
clined to take i.iarl in the method as adopt- 
ed hy the hoard. 

1 Would draw your attention to a resolu- 
tion instructing the liuilding committee of 
the operating room to have Dis. Davie and 
Ilicliardsou select the necessary furniture. 
Dr. Davie has told me that notwithstanding 
his etlbrts to have Dr. Uiuhardson meet 
him in this connection that he has failed in 
his endeavors. Dr. Uichardson, however, 
sent in a report without having consulted 
Dr. Davie ill the niattei-. and the building 
committee has. Iherel'ore, had much extra 
lahnr ill the mailer. 1 am afraid that Dr. 
Kicharilson has hecome a partisan in dis- 
agreements among the medical men, which 
may I'esult in a detriment to the hospital. 
1 beg to record my obiectious to the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Richardson, for the fol- 
lowing grounds: that the method does not 
commend itself to me asJieing the best for 
I be iiied ical men, for the hospital, nor for 
the patients, and 1 am pri'iiared to give my 
reasons when the board resolves itself into 
a committee of the whole. 

(Sd.) JosaUA Davies, President. 

Mr. I lay ward moved that the letter be 
tiled. He' saw no reason for the letter as 
the hoanl had been aware for a month or 
six weeks that the matter dealt with in the 
committee's report would lie brought for- 
ward lor discussion. .\s far as the reference 
to Dr. Uiclianison was concerned tlie whole 
thing was too irivi.al. 'I'here was no real 
charge against Dr. Kicharilson. 

Mr. Wilson in seconding this motion 
said he thought that the president li.ad 
travelled far beyond his rights in writing 
such a letter. The president must uiider- 
staiid that neithiT he nor Dr. Davie ran the 
hospital. .Vs .Mr. I lay ward had said the 
matter had really lieeu before the board for 
a long time. .\s for bringing in Dr. Rich- 
aidson as the pie.--iilent, had ihuie, 
Ihiit was i|iiite unealleil I'm-. If 
there were any charges against Dr, 
Uiclianison lei llieiii lie brought for- 
ward in a proper manner and not by he.ir- 
s ay. 

.Mr. Ilelmcken wanted the resolution 
adopting the report of the committee at 
last meeting reconsidered, 'the way the 
thing had been rushed through last meet- 
ing was the (irst time he had ever seen 
such tactics pursued in the hoard ami be 
hoped it would be the last. The re]iiirl 
itsidf was a comph'te somersault from the 
method already in nse iu the hospital and 
what had been acknowledged io he the 
best liefore such a radical change was 
tlirnst on the lioanl they ought in <-ommon 
decency to have a special meeting to di 
cuss tlie report. As for him he could 
not see why the hoard were prepared to eat 
their own words and swallow this change 
holils bolus. 

Mr, Chudlcy wanted to know what was the 
use in asking a committee to make a re- 
port and then to challenge it in tills style. 
The vote was projierly taken last meeting 
so what was the use in re-o]iening the (jiies- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson and .Mr. Vates followed in 
defcMice of I he com mittee. .Mr. Yates took 
exception to tlu^ jiart of the President's 
letter complaining about being unable to 
get the documents from the chairman of 
the special committee. .\s the person re- 
ferred to Mr. Yates wanted it- understood 
that when a docnnient svas referred to him 
hy thelioaril he was its special custodian 
and he would nutlet itont of his possession 
till he knew what it was wanted hir. The 
president had sent In him for the docu- 
ments and he had sent back a reply asking 
what they were wanted for. It the presi-

Mr. Byrnes was : surprised afe Mr. Yates 
refusing to setid.the documents to this pres- 
ident.

.-^ome I'lirther discussion followed and 
then the president giving .Mr. Wilson the 
chair, proceeded to defend his reimrf. 

The discourteous way in wiiicli his coni- 
munieatioii had been received was the 
President's excuse I'orhis remarks. There 
had been bad work going on for some time 
owing to the partisan action of certain 
medical men to get lipid of the hospital, 
and now they seemed to have succeeded 
through the report of the committee. He 
had last meeting objected to the reiiort 
being put through. His objections to that 
report were that it did not go hir enough, 
hut only allowed four medical men to at- 
tend every month instead of two. Wliy had 
they not "gone further and allowed any 
medical man at any time to send his I'rei^ 
patients to the liosiiital ami to attend 
them, liy the new scheiiie, however, if a 
doctor sent a free patient to the hospital 
when it was not his month to attend he 
could uot treat that patient. 

A discussion followed as to what hud 
been said in the president'scoinmiiuicatiou 
regarding Dr. Kichardsou. yome of the 
members favoreil a special eoiiimittee to in- 
vestigate while others took the stand that 
there were really no charges to consider. 

I'inally a motion to rid'er that portion of 
tin; letter to a special committee was voted 
down and the jiresident's liitli r ordered to 
he tded. 

Mr. Ilelmcken then movcil, seconded by 
.Mr. I'eniherton, that the resolution passed 
at the last meeting of this hoard, dealing 
with the re|iiirt of the s])ecial committee 
oil Dr. .lones' letter, be re'conHidcred and 
I'lirther action thereon be deferred. 

The whole discussion broke out again, 
and it was nearly midnight before the vote 
v,as taken. 

.Mr. lleliiicken's motion was carried by 
seven to six, the vote being —

Trani'way Company Taking Action 
Affaiust Const I'uctiou of the 
Pile Bridges. 



Besides Suing for General Damages 
—Details of Agreement With 
the Dominion. 



There is nothing uncertain or indefinite 
about the agreement between the Corpora- 
tion of Victoriaand Mr. .T. Israel Tarte, the 
Dominion minister of public works, which 
was outlined in the CoLONi.sr of Sunday. 
The whole document was read to the board 
of aldermen at their meeting last evening. 
It binds them to submit to the ratepayers 
before the iiist of December a by-law for 
the construction of a permanent bridge 
across the Arm to be completed before the 
1st of October, 1S98, this bridge to be in ac- 
cordance with ])lans tirst approved of by the 
.Minister of rublic lYorks; and it iierniils 
the comidetion of 1 he pile bridge al ready 
cominenced only on t he exjiiess stipulation 
that it and any other teiiiporaiy bridge in 
the vicinity of' Point blllice sli'all he re- 
moved at or before the time lixed 
i\)V the i;ompletioii of the iiernianeiit 
structure. In case this is not. ilone. the 
coriioiation covenants to iiay to the Dom- 
inion all costs incidental to their removal 
by the public works departnieut. The city 
also agrees to pay all the costs of past anil 
future ]iroceedings in the courts in connec- 
tion with tlii.^ inatter-these costs up to tl.'C 
present being agreed upon at ^'dOO. 

The settlement of the di-sjiiite with the 
public works depart meiit Inis opened tip a 
new branch o|' litigation, the pnlilished re- 
port of such setlleiiK'nl being ihe basis of 
an applical ion made to t he Sii prenie court 
yesterday- -by .\l r. K. Iv Wootton on behalf 
iif the (.'onsolidated Railway Company— for 
an order of the court that the corporal ion " be 
restrained from proceeding with tlie erec- 
tion of a certain wooden pile bridgi' now 
]iartly ererteil, over the waters of N'ictoria 
.\rm"at Point i;ilice in the oil y of Vicluiia, 
or of an v 111 her bridge over the said waters 
attlu'said I'oiiil lOllice not siillicient for 
the iiurposes of tramway trallic, on the 
grounds disclosed iu the titlidavits bled in 
support of this motion." Uy special leave 
of the Chief .lustice, to-day at 11 o'clock 
was lixed as the time forbearing counsel in 
the matter. 

In the allidavits mentioned in the appli- 
cation are two from G. E. .Jorgeuseu, C. I'j., 
and George A. Kecfer, C.K., respectfively, 
declaring that the jji-oposed )iile bridge will 
not be lit I'or tramway trallic (for which as 
is well known the corjioration do not intend 
it). Air. ,1. li. .Mclvilligan, the manager 
of the railroad, makes allidavit that he- 
cause of the preseni condition of bridge 
all'airs the iiublic are being gretitly ini'ou- 
venienceil and the comiiany are being put 
to serious linancijil loss. He es]iecially 
mentions the damage to the cars on the 
I'Nipiinialt side of the gap for want of the 
overhauling which they should receive 
every night in the company's sheds, and 
the exjiense of transporting" them over the 
K. it ^. railwaj' bridge when from time to 
time it tias been necessary to bring them in 
for repairs. 

Besides Ihe application forthe injunction 
against the erection of a bridge not suitable 
for their trallic the oompiiiiy have com- 
menced their ]iroui!seil action for damages 
against lln^ city, the writ in this cause 
having been issued on Tliursdav last but 
served upon the city only yesterday. The 
endorsement uiioti this writ declares that: 
" The idaiiitill's' claim is against the de- 
fendant corporation I'or damages I'or breach 
of contract and for wrongfully interfering 
with the idainlills in the exercise of tlieii' 
franchise and tor an injunction restraining 
the said defendant corporation, their ser- 
vants or :ig<'ntH from iiroeieding with the 
erection ol'a bridge now Jjartly constructed 
between Point lOllice ana a point near the 
foot of Work street in the City of Victoria 
over Victoria Arm."
